The "order of the Knights of Pythi- 
ans in its organized form makes no 
claim, or pretense to anquity in its 
history. 
Its_ to-nes, and 
principles 
were born in The heart of Justen Ra- 
thbone of Washingto'n. D. C.. and are 
based upon the 
dramatic Grecian 
story of Damon and Pythias. 
The 
first lodge was organized in Temper- 
ance Hall in Washington, D. C. by ltd 
founder February 19th, 1864, solely 
to disseminate the ^principles of char- 
ity friendship and benevolence', no- 
thing of a sectarian or political char- 
acter being permitted within it. 
Toleration in religion, loyalty to gov- 
ernment and obedience to law are its 
cordial principles.

GENEVA, Oct. 2. —The fifth a«-1 


sembly of the League of Natlonn to- 
day uolemnly concluded its work of 
peace by the unanimous adoption of 
a resolution urging that all govern- 
ments ratify the protocol of arbitra- 
tion and security, providing for the 
pacific 
settlement 
of International 


disputes. 
The memorable debate before the 


league which closed with the adop- 
tion of the resolution, ended on the 
dramatic note of a woman's plea tnat 
war be forever banished because "its 
first victim Is always the child." 
The speaker was Mrs Helen Swan- 


wick of Great Britain, the last of the 
delegates to mount the rostrum be- 
fore the voting. 
In introducing her 
President Motta declared: "You will 
all agree with riie, my fellow dele- 
gateSf it is most fitting that a repre- 
sentative of the world's womanhood 
should be the last speaker to adhere 
to our achievement of peace." 
Mrs. Swanwick spoke gently and in 


low tones and yet her voice carried 
to every corner of the huge auditor- 
ium as she sorrowfully sketched the 
woe caused to humanity by past wars. 
Women the world over, she declared, 
abhorred vengeance and detested war. 
In this connection she referred to the 
request of Signora Matteotti, of Ita- 
ly, that no attempt be made to avenge 
her slain husband. 


"You 
men," Mrt, Swanwick declar- 
ed, "must act for the dumb millions 
of the world 
You must see to it 
that the security you have promised 
in the past will this time be differ- 
ent." 
Then raising her arms in an emo- 


tional gesture of appeal, she cried: 
"Remeber that when you take up 
arms against one another, my broth- 
ers, that the first victim is always the 
child." 


All of the 57 states represented in 
the assembly subscribed to the resolu- 
tion, which 
was divided 
into two 
parts. The first recommended to the 
earnest attention of all members of 
the league acceptance of the protocol 
which provides, in addition to clauses 
covering arbitration and security, for 
the preparation for an international 


conference on tho reduction" ol 4fma« 
menU. Th« second part aaks that all 
of the countries accede at the earliest 
possible moment to the compulsory 
arbitration clause of tho worM court 
of Justice.
